THE THIRD TRIENNIAL CONVENTION of 
the representatives of the theological schools 
and seminaries of the United States and 
Canada, under the auspices of the student 
department of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, was held at Dayton, Ohio, 
in the month of December. An exhibit of 
the Bibles published by the American Bible 
Society, especially for the work in mission 
fields, was an interesting feature of the con- 
vention. Some notable statements have re- 
cently been made by the International Com- 
mittee of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion concerning the use of the Bible in our 
schools and colleges. 560 institutions of 
North America report 33,150 men studying 
in 3,089 Bible classes. Of these 2,588 were 
non-Christian students enrolled in Bible 
classes in 228 institutions.

FIRST IMPRESSIONS OF A ROUND-THE-WORLD TRAVELER

ROSSING the Atlantic has become so 

commonplace a matter in American life 
that it will hardly need description. This 
does not, however, lessen the charm, the com- 
fort, or the marvel ofit. A floating palace like 
the Kaiser William IT, equipped with every 
modern appliance, mechanical or electric, is in 
itself a veritable wonder world. Its very 
contrast with the more august wonder of the 
ocean on whose bosom it floats makes it 
seem all the more marvelous. The wireless 
witchery surpasses all other magic. We left 
New York Tuesday morning, and up to 
Thursday evening we were within wireless 
reach of America; by Friday night across 
1,200 miles of water tidings flashed out to us 
from England—startling tidings, too—of the 
accident to the Kazser William der Grosse. 
We dare not speculate what new wonders the 
future contains. We may hope for interna- 
tional telephones, by which modern business, 


beneath the topmost steerage deck are not 
averse to a little friendly greeting even from 
a stranger, though he be unable to say much 
to them.--Our New York and Pennsylvania 
Bible Societies must indeed meet the immi- 
grant. Transatlantic colportage is badly 
needed. 

We landed at Plymouth early Monday 
morning, November 26th. 

After a day at Exeter—a delicious frontis- 
piece to England—where we caught a glimpse 
of Canon Edmonds, whose ecumenical address 
is still remembered of us all, we found our 
way to London and in due time to the Bible 
House—for wandering Bible-men the natural 
Mecca and goal of aspiration. It would take 
too long for me to describe it, and it has 
already been better described i in print in the 
Centenary pamphlet, ‘‘ Our Treasure House,” 
to which we would refer all who cannot see 
the House for themselves, or more recently 
in the November number of The Bible in the 


and especially the Lord’s business, may be 
transacted, with only occasional necessity for 
the ocean ferry. 

On Sunday morning our kindly captain 
was but too glad to have me and my com- 
panion—apparently the only clergymen on 
-board—hold service and preach in the first- 
class salon, with the excellent orchestra to 
play our hymn tunes. But my own heart 
Ply out to the steerage, where it was not 
possible to hold service, but which I visited. 
Eight hundred people packed four decks deep 


World. Wet me add (for those unlearned) 
that this is the monthly magazine of the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society. Begun in 
1866, its foundation stone laid by the then 
Prince of Wales (now His Majesty the King), 
and finished in 1868, it is a model of simple 
elegance and dignity to the eye and a well- 
planned and well-equipped workhouse for the 
officials and committees, who send out from 
it, in round numbers, 7,000 volumes every 
working day. Of all its treasures, doubtless 
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the choicest is the brary of 10,000 Bibles in 
500 or more languages, and time would fail 
me to tell of this or of a dozen other things 
only less interesting. The Bible House is 
situated in a neighborhood full of fascination 
to the lover of England and English history. 
Its nomenclature is saturated with the memo- 
ries of an elder day.

Right next to the Bible House stands an 
old parish church where William Romeyn, 
among others, once preached. It is named 
after two saints, St. Anne and St. Andrew, 
who, once separated, are now joined in this 
edifice. ‘‘St. Andrew’s by the Wardrobe”’ is 
quaintly so called because Edward III cos- 
tumes were once stored thereabouts. I found 
myself, as it fell out, in Warwick Lane, and 
askedmy way. 
“Go down 
Creed Larie;’’ — 
one said, ‘‘or 
et tol 
heard no 
more, for I 
said, “‘ Creed 
Lane is good 
enough for 
me;’’ but as 
will some- 
times happen 
to those who 
follow creeds, 

I grew a little 
perplexed, 
and this time 
asked a police- 
man, one of 
those good 
gentt who 
have over- 
sight of the 
wandering mazes of London town, and he 
replied, ““Go right down Godlyman Street,” 
and so I did; for although I believe in creeds, 
even more I love the society of godly men, 
and so presently found myself as in a dream, 
wondering whether I had been transformed 
into a somebody in the Pilgrim’s Progress as 
I came over St. Andrew’s Hill, and then in a 
little while was received into the goodly fel- 
lowship of all the saints of the Bible House. 
I had begun my day by worshiping in St. 
Paul’s, but found the church in the Bible 
House not less comforting. 

An Englishman’s house may be his castle ; 
the Bible House, however, is not unlike a 
palace and yet more like a home, first for the 
Bible itself, then for the Society, who have in 
a measure custody thereof. It was my rare 
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privilege to be made at home there and to 
taste the warmth of an English welcome, 
which can only be described by saying that 
the very essence of Christmas cheer was in it, 
as is meet and right no doubt at the Advent 
season. It was not, however, courtesy alone; 
discussions and conferences over the knotty 
problems of versions, editions, and circula- 
tion followed during the week which followed, 
but the most vivid impression from beginning 
to end was that these two Societies are truly 
auxiliary to each other in the fulfillment of 
the great tasks committed to them. 

Now we are in Paris, with a day at Cher- 
bourg. The picturesque coast of Normandy 
had nothing more picturesque for me than its 
children, of whom it seemed to have, judging 
from Cherbourg, a full share. Some of our

In Paris our 
kind Dr. Ber- 
trand, Secre- 
tary Of the 
Société Bib- 
lique de 
France has, 
with his fam- 
ily, greatly 
helped me to 
do what need- 
ed to be done. 

Paris is— 
Paris, unique, 
fascinating, 
mysterious, 
but how the 
heart longs 
to see the 
Bible set in 
its. proper 
place! The modest Bible House on the Rue 
de Lille stands outwardly in notable contrast 
with the glitter of the Opera House or the 
Louvre or the Sainte Chapelle. A hasty vis- 
it to the Sorbonne, with its crowds of eager 
student enthusiasts deepens one’s impression, 
already strong enough, that America has a 
debt to France, not yet fully paid, to help 
give the saving salt of a divine literature to 
the learning, the wit, the philosophy, the zs- 
thetic culture of La Belle France that these 
may be delivered from the corruption of this 
world and its fictitious glories. May we be 
able to help the Société Biblique de France 
in years to come as in years past. 

We seemed to have happened in France at 
a psychological moment in its varied religious 
history. The government has made a new 
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law providing for the due recognition of all 
religious organizations as legal; all equally 
entitled to the protection of the State, and all 
alike subject to its authority in matters be- 
longing to the civil sphere. Each worship- 
ing congregation is required to form an 
“association cultuelle,’ or “worship associa- 
tion,’ much as our own congregations are 
wont to do. I was present at the American 
Chapel on Sunday, and witnessed what 
seemed to correspond to the election of a 
Board of Trustees, mutatis mutandis. This 
law all Protestant churches comply with, but 
the Pope rejected a day or two ago even the 
generous compromise which M. Briand, Min- 
ister of Public Worship, had offered to save 
the Roman conscience, and peremptorily 
ordered his clergy to disobey the law. “‘ They 
wish war,’’ M. Clemenceau is quoted in the 
Matin as saying, “war they shall have,’’ and 
war a loutrance it seems likely to be—shut- 
ting the doors of Roman churches generally 
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as a penalty. Never was the papal theory of 
church gov ernment reduced to more palpable 
absurdity. ~His Holiness cannot even per- 
mit his clergy (though they are many of them 
not of his mind) to obey the most necessary 
law of a modern state, and render to Czesar 
Ceesar’s due. The contrast between this and 
the Bible-governed reformed church of France 
is marked.”’ 

The loveliest sight that my eyes beheld in 
Paris was not the Boulevards nor the Champs 
Elysées nor any temple of art or culture; but 
a little group of children in the Ecole de 
Dimanche (the more familiar Sunday school, 
dear to our American speech), where a young 
girl, baton in hand, taught the children to 
sing their ‘‘ Chansons Noél.’”’ I heard, though 
with imperfect understanding, the good fas- 
teur open the Scriptures to these eager little 
listeners, and felt my own heart burn within 
me as our intercessions for each other ascended 
to the Throne of the Heavenly Grace. 


WHAT KEEPS UP THE COLPORTEUR’S COURAGE 


E have received from Dr. Dardier, of 

the Geneva Evangelical Society, a 
quarterly report from one of his colporteurs 
working in France. Some of the incidents 
narrated are of general interest, especially 
during this time of religious disturbance in 
France. The colporteur describes his inter- 
view with an anarchist, who told him frankly 
that he believed it necessary to have a few 
big heads cut off in order that the people 
‘may be freed from the “tyranny of capital- 
ists.”’ But even this man of extreme views 
had a soft spot in his heart, for when the col- 
‘porteur offered him a New Testament he 
‘took it eagerly, asking in some astonishment, 
“Are you a Protestant?’’ The colporteur 
‘replied in the affirmative, and the anarchist 
-added: ‘‘ Then I’ll buy the Testament of you, 
-and we shall meet again. I love the Protes- 
‘tants because of their frankness and their 
‘habit of sincerity.” 

At another place the colporteur was called 
‘upon to conduct the funeral of an aged Prot- 
‘estant farmer, a man so well known in his 
\vicinity that more than fifteen hundred people 
jaccompanied the coffin to the grave, and as 
many more joined the procession at the ceme- 
tery. Of course the colporteur took the 
jopportunity of making an address to these 
Roman Catholics upon the Gospel and what 
it means to men. After the funeral services 

ere ended, the people came crowding about 
im to ask where they could find this Gospel 
hich few of them had ever seen. Some of 
these people happily admitted to the colpor- 


teur that they had been very much attracted 
by the Protestants whom they had met, like 
this old man buried that day, but that they 
remained in the Roman Catholic Church be- 
cause they were afraid when they died they 
would be buried like dogs, being refused 
admission to the cemeteries where their 
families and their ancestors were. 


Twenty or Thirty Numbers 


A Roman Catholic woman had bought a 
Bible of the colporteur, and he had read pas- 
sages to the woman and to her husband 
before he left them. Passing by her house 
again, he stopped to ask if they were going 
on in the study of the Bible, and she said that 
they read twenty or thirty numbers every day. 
He found that she meant by “twenty or thirty 
numbers,” twenty or thirty verses. She then 
continued: ‘‘We do just what you did, that 
is, after we have read the numbers we get 
down on our knees and pray the best we 
can manage.” It is always a good sign 
when people pray “the best they can man- 
age.” 

Another woman was led by reading the 
Bible to bring to the colporteur various arti- 
cles connected with her Roman Catholic wor- 
ship. The list is interesting. What she pre- 
sented to the colporteur was as follows: 1. A 
scapular as large as a man’s hand, with the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus on one of the pendants 
and the Virgin Mary on the | other. As she 
handed this over she said, “Just think! I 
have worn that continually upon my body in 
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order to drive away evil spirits.” 2. Four 
copper medals which were worn in order to 
enjoy the indulgence brought by the medals. 
One of the medals was marked, * Guardian 
Angel, thirty days’ indulgence.’’ The second 
was a souvenir of a mission conducted at 
Denin by the Redemptorist Fathers in 1899; 
it carried fifty days’ indulgence. The third 
was a Saint Benedict, bringing ninety days of 
indulgence; and the fourth, Our Lady of 
Lourdes, one hundred days of indulgence. 
““T used to think,” said the woman, “that 
by wearing these things I would gain two 
hundred and seventy days of indulgence for 
every day that I wore them, but the Gospel 
has saved me from such illusions. Here’s a 
crucifix mounted on a block of ebony. With 
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this I used to mark myself about fifty times a 
day in order to drive out the evil spirit. 
Here’s an image of Saint Barbara, and an- 
other one of Our Lady of Good Help, which 
were given to me by ,the Redemptorist 
Fathers in 1899. But there is one thing more, 
which I am sure you cannot carry away.’ This 
turned out to be a statuette of Saint Anthony 
of Padua, about eighteen inches high. “It 
was before this idol,” said the woman, “I 
used to kneel three or four times a day to 
pray, but since I learned to read the New 
Testament, it is to Jesus Christ alone I pray, 
and I am wonderfully more happy.”’ 

The curious thing of it all is that this good 
woman was at the time of her conversion a 
confirmed sot. 


WOMEN IN THE LEVANT AGENCY

OME may suppose that this picture is a 
snapshot of men coming up from a bath 
in the river and trying to reach their dress- 
ing-room unobserved; or some may think it 
to represent boys on a Halloween masque- 
rade.

most cases. Even if they could read it well, 
Bibles in Hawaii are expensive, and many 
had never read any kind of a Bible. It was 
then that Dr. Baker sent to your Society, and 
you gave us a half grant on one hundred 
Bibles sent us by mail. 

It is impossible to give concrete evidence 
of the good resulting from these Bibles, of

That sometimes 
they are effective was proven not long ago in 
visiting a church sixteen miles away where a

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‘Bible drill was carried on in English, fol- 
‘lowed enthusiastically by another in Ha- 
/Waiian. 

Dr. Baker preaches the first Sunday in 
every month at Holualoa, eight miles away, 
‘where we have a Sunday school every Sun- 
day. The third Sunday he is also at other 
churches (for his district extends thirty miles 
north and south from the center), while I 
conduct services here. Almost at the begin- 
ning of his work at Holualoa, as he was re- 
‘turning home, a young Portuguese stepped 
from the bushes by the roadside and said he 
‘was a Roman Catholic, but was teaching a 
‘Protestant Sunday school and felt the need of 
help. In answer to inquiries that naturally 
followed so strange a statement, he said he 
had felt it to be his duty because these Prot- 
estant Hawaii children were his pupils during 
‘the week, and had asked him to have a Sun- 
day school, as there was none near enough 
for them to attend. It would be wrong, he 
thought, to teach them Catholicism. ‘‘ Be- 
sides,” said he, ““I have grave doubts. Not 
that I shall ever change myself,’’ he hastened 
to add, “but I had heard of you and thought 
perhaps you could get me some Protestant 
quarterlies, and it may be that you will be 
willing to stop on your way home each month 
and speak to my school.”’ 

It is needless to say that Dr. Baker was 


only too glad to comply with all his requests, _ 


and invited him to visit us. He came and 
asked for books to read. ‘‘The Schonberg 
Cotta Family”’ affected him powerfully, and

he read it again and again. We prayed for 
him constantly, but beyond showing an inter- 
est and sympathy we did little else, for we 
feared to interfere with what was so evi- 
dently God’s leading. He came often to Dr. 
Baker with puzzling questions that troubled 
or perplexed him, and step by step he was 
led into the truth that he could come to God 
through Jesus Christ, without the mediation 
of the priest. Then he wanted Bibles, and 
was not satisfied until he and his scholars had 
them. Hehas also sent away for a number of 
better ones, to give as rewards, at his own ex- 
pense. Dr. Baker often says, “‘Mr. M and 
his Sunday school are my joy and my crown.’’ 

He is an excellent teacher, and it would do 
you good to hear his children give 
the golden texts and answer his ques- 
tions on the lessons and the Bible. 
‘Children,’ he loves to say, ‘“‘what 
is the deautzful text ?’’ Then they re- 
peat John 3,16. ‘“‘Why,’’ he said to 
me, © never knew’ that before!” 
It is a great joy to see his fresh 
interest in these, to us, so familiar 
passages. He is nowa most helpful 
member of our church, and every 
Sunday comes four miles to service, 
returning for his Sunday school in 
the afternoon. 

So your Bibles are being used in 
Kona, and we need more. We trust 
they will make “wise unto salva- 
tion’”’ an increasing number, who will 
learn to “‘search them daily’’ to see 
whether the things we preach to them 
are so. 
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THE BIBLE IN A KOREAN GRAVE; OR, THE STORY OF 
TWEE-SUNGIE 


WEE-SUNGIE’S grave is two miles 
T from the walls of Seoul, and deep 
down in it, buried with him, is the New 
Testament he so much loved to read and the 
hymn book from which he so loved to sing. 
We can almost think of him coming up with 
his new body on the resurrection morning 
with those books in his hands, but, of course, 
they will have gone back to dust; and although 
the word that Jesus spoke will judge men at 
that day, it will not be necessary to bring 
forth this Testament from the grave. 

Before I go on, I might say that the Old 
Testament is not yet translated into Korean, 
so that the New Testament might very well 
be called the Bible, as far as the mass of the 
Korean Christians are concerned. 

But to go back to Twee-Sungie. He was 
a little boy twelve years old. His father’s 
younger brother, Mr. Yang, had been a be- 
liever for several years, and although he had 
earnestly exhorted his elder brother (Twee- 
Sungie’s father) to believe and had prayed for 
him daily, he continued for some years in 
heathenism. About a year ago Twee-Sungie’s 
mother decided to be a Christian, and when 
she came to church she frequently brought 
her little boy with her. 

Twee-Sungie’s father, however, was not 
converted, and, as they were poor people, he 
felt that he could not give up working on Sun- 
day; and not content with working himself, 
he insisted on Twee-Sungie’s staying at home 
from church and working with him. The little 
boy, who had learned to read his Bible and 
who loved to go to church, was heartbroken, 
and felt himself a great sinner in breaking 
the fourth commandment. Some months ago 
Twee-Sungie’s younger brother died, and 


then, not long after, Twee-Sungie was taken 
seriously ill. As his strength failed and it 
seemed likely that he would die, he said, “If 
I live on in this world father makes me break 
God’s commandments and I will only add sin 
to sin in breaking the Sabbath day; so it is 
better for me to die and go to Jesus.”’ 

Not long before his death he waked one 
morning and said, “‘Last night my little 
brother came to me in a dream and told me 
that it was impossible to describe the glory 
of Heaven and of what it was to live with 
Jesus, in the language of this world.” At 
the last, when his parents and some Christian 
friends were with him, he called on them all to 
pray, and when’they had done so, he said, 
‘Father, pray.’ 

Now his father was sitting there with his 
heart full of evil thoughts. He was saying 
to himself, “Here I am ruined through doing 
this foreign doctrine. Ihave lost both of my 
children.’?’ When he heard Twee-Sungie with — 
his last breath calling on him to pray he 
thought to himself, “‘Who knows; perhaps if © 
I pray the boy’s life will be spared;’’ so he 
bowed and prayed the best he could. 

After his death the heathen relatives said to © 
one another, “It is this book—the reading of 
it—which makes people do the foreign doc- 
trine, and if we bury it in the grave with the 
body, Mr. Yang and his wife will give it up 
and come back to the old ways.”’ 

So they buried Twee-Sungie’s Bible with 
his dear little body, the parents not knowing 
it. Their plans were vain, for Mr. Yang now 
feels that ““he must believe in Jesus if he is 
ever to see Twee-Sungie again.’’ So he has 
bought another Bible and hymn book and 
comes to church on Sunday.

IN THE HOME-LAND 


THE NEW YORK BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE work of some of our auxiliary socie- 

ties, like that of a man planting a gar- 
den, is often overlooked until attention is 
called to it, when it is seen to be strangely 
interesting. Such is the work of the New 
York Bible Society, occupying one of the 
most important fields among our auxiliaries. 
The importance of the field rests upon the 
fact that in it divers races are found in larger 
masses than in any other city in the world, 
and that the distribution in foreign languages 
is nearly as extensive as that in English, 
since in this chief American city the Ameri- 
can-born population is not more than one-fifth 
of the whole. The society to which is com- 
mitted Bible distribution in the city of New 
York is administered by a Board of Managers 
whose members are chosen from leading 
churches of different denominations. ‘These 
gentlemen personally attend to economical 
and efficient administration and see that, so 
far as means permit, every element of the 
population is reached. 

The New York Society reaches the people 
from three strategic points: 1. The Bible 
House agency, which gives special attention 
to distribution in the city proper, besides 
taking a general supervision of the whole. 


2. The South Street agency, which exercises 
a strong influence upon the shipping in the 
harbor. 3. The Ellis Island agency, devoted 
exclusively to arriving immigrants. These 
three agencies together distributed during the 
year ending September 30, 1906, 93,585 vol- 
umes, of which 37,165 were in English and 
56,420 in thirty-three other languages. 

As for the distribution of Scriptures in the 
city proper, the report of the society contains 
a map impressively marked with little crosses 
indicating fifty-seven centers where volunteer 
helpers have distributed Scriptures in thirty 
different languages. The New York Evan- 
gelistic Committee also rendered important 
assistance in increasing the circulation of the 
Scriptures in the city proper. The city dis- 
tribution during the year amounted to 38,081 
volumes. Of these 24,498 volumes were in 
English. Other languages which called for 
more than 1,000 volumes respectively during 
the year, were Italian, 4,891, and Yiddish and 
Hebrew, 4,640. The language which called 
for the next largest number was Hungarian, 
in which 512 volumes were sent out. An in- 
teresting feature of the distribution is an 
increasing willingness of Jews to receive the 
Scriptures. There were circulated 7,682 vol- 
umes in Yiddish this year in the city proper 
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and at Ellis Island. It should be borne in 
mind that the work of the society, while 
Christian, is absolutely nonsectarian, and 
churches, missions, Sunday schools, etc., of 
nine different denominations co-operated in 
its work in the city. 

At the South Street agency, the agent, 
Rev. Mr. Jones, was a sailor in early life. 
He boards steamers, sailing vessels, canal 
boats, and barges, always trying to find the 
officer in charge to obtain permission to place 
a Bible in the cabin and a Testament among 
the crew. During the year he visited 3,266 
vessels which were destitute of the Bible, be- 
sides very many other vessels which had it. 
The whole number of volumes distributed 
was 11,136. This work among the sailors is 
most interesting, and many testimonials have 
come back from officers and men led to Jesus 
Christ by the Scriptures thus distributed. 


Among the Immigrants 


The work among the immigrants at Ellis 
Island is peculiar in several respects. It is 
always prosecuted under the most strenuous 
circumstances. A motley crowd arrives from 
Europe with a rush, and is quickly gone to 
the four points of the compass. One fourth 
of those coming in, besides the children un- 
der age, can neither read nor write. There 
is no time to sift and reach all under such 
circumstances; nevertheless it is encouraging 
to find so many eager to get books in their 
own language. The distribution during the 
year at Ellis Island was 44,368 volumes. Of 
these 2,713 were in English. Among the 
other languages Polish ranks first in the num- 
ber of Scriptures called for, with 10,056 vol- 
umes. The next largest number of Scriptures 
was distributed in Italian—4,674. Giving 
the Scriptures to these arriving aliens is a 
work of inestimable value to the country, as 
well as to the newcomers; for the true char- 
acter of American liberty is thus put into the 
hands of people who come for personal gain. 
A work which tends to shape the lives of 
these strangers on Bible principles, or at least 
on less materialistic lines, is the most im- 
portant that can be devised in this city. The 
constant growth of the city by the addition of 
twenty-five per cent of all arrivals in the 
port calls for ample support for a work so 
vital to our own well-being. 

The net income of the New York Bible 
Society during the year was $11,325.13; and 
out of this sum only $1,206.67 came from 
church collections and friendly donations. 
Such a financial report is a remarkable ex- 
hibit of carelessness or of ignorance. When 
a fire threatens to become a conflagration 
people do not carry water to the fire engines 
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in buckets; they tap the mains without hesi- 
tation. It is equally the need of the city to 
have this Bible work aggressively effective. 

It is a commonplace to say that Bible 
work is fundamental to religion. The Bible 
more than any other influence builds up char- 
acter. Gen. Grant once said of the Bible, 
“Mo the influence of this Book are we in- 
debted for all the progress made in civiliza- 
tion, and to this we must look as our guide 
in the future.’’ Had he foreseen the present 
flood of alien inundation he could not have 
made a truer forecast of our greatest need. 
This work of Bible distribution in New York 
City calls for the intelligent and steadfast 
support of every true Christian.

CONCERNING AUXILIARIES—ONE VIEW 
EREWITH we print a communication 
from the Rev. D. K. Van Doren, for sev- 
eral years one of the District Superintend- 
ents of the Society. The problem which Mr. 
Van Doren is discussing has an obvious bear- 
ing on the whole subject of the finances of the 
Society. No doubt there will be those who 
cannot coincide with the judgment expressed 
by Mr. Van Doren, but we think the judg- 
ment of one so experienced as he is worth 
pondering. Ina great proportion of the coun- 
try the auxiliary Bible societies have ceased 
to exist, and there is now no regular organ- 
ized and equipped agency for either the effect- 
ive distribution of the Scriptures or the regu- 
lar collections of money for the-purposes of 
the Society. What ought to be done to secure 
both these ends is not an easy question to 
answer. Itis a many-sided.problem, and we 
print Mr. Van Doren’s article in the hope 
that it will lead to reflection and perhaps to a 
solution of the difficulties of the situation. 

In the January, 1906, Binur Socrrty Rec- 
ORD it is stated that the Middlesex Co. (N. J.) 
Bible Society has disbanded because ‘‘con- 
sidered unnecessary and expensive.’’ Its 
action I indorse, and suggest that other aux- 


iliaries follow its example, for the following 
reasons: ; 

first. There is no longer need for these 
auxiliaries, unless it be in our largest cities, 
as their work can be more economically done 
by the American Bible Society. 

Second. Comparatively little money con- 
tributed by the churches go to these auxil- 
iaries, the churches preferring to send their 
contributions to the American Bible Society, 
that they may be available as soon as possible, 
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Third. The little money collected by the 
auxiliaries often remains for months in their 
treasuries, or, if forwarded to the American 
Bible Society, is too frequently placed there 
on depository account and therefore restricted 
as to its use. 

Fourth. Many auxiliaries, having deposi- 
tory accounts, order Bibles and Testaments 
very injudiciously, and thus accumulate stock 
which remains on hand for years and is un- 
‘Salable. The money thus invested is of no 
service. 
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fFitth. As canvasses of the older parts of 
this country are seldom made, one of the 
main objects of auxiliaries no longer exists. 
If these canvasses become necessary they can 
be more economically made by the American 
Bible Society. 

There are other reasons which might be 
given, but these are sufficient. What have 
been given are based on facts gathered dur- 
ing the years of my superintendency of the 
work of the American Bible Society in this 
state. 


PERSONALIA 


E are deeply pained to record the 

death, in New York, by a stroke of 
apoplexy, during the month of Decem- 
ber, of Bishop C. C. McCabe, especially 
‘known as Chaplain McCabe, of the Methodist 
‘Episcopal Church. Bishop McCabe was 
widely known among all Christians in this 
country and by many Christian people in all 
parts of the world. His personal magnetism, 
the fascination of his public addresses,- his 
‘skill as a raiser of funds for the advance 
movements of the church, his ability to con- 
ceive large things for the Kingdom of God, 
and to fire the imagination to the undertaking 
of great tasks for Christ, have given him a 
mame never to be forgotten. His interest 
‘was personal and deep in the work of the 
American Bible Society. In his visits to the 
South American countries and in his adminis- 
tration of affairs on the mission fields, and in 
his work at home, he has found occasion to 
express himself most warmly concerning the 
work of this Society. We shall miss in him 
one of our great friends. 


THE Rev. William King Eddy, for 
twenty-eight years a missionary in Sidon, 
Syria, died November 4, 1906. His death 
was sudden and unexpected. His intimate 
knowledge of the missionary movement 
in the Levant and his fellowship with the 

merican Bible Society in the editing and 
irculation of the Arabic Bible, peculiarly the 
reasure of this Beirut Mission, make his loss 

most serious one. His colleagues bear 
ffectionate witness to his Christlike service 
and enthusiasm. 


THE Rev. Claude M. Severance, a grad- 
uate of Yale College of the class of ’90, 
and a missionary under the American Board 
in Japan for five years following, and a min- 
ister in Congregational churches in Cleve- 
land, Baltimore, and New York, has recently 
been chosen as Secretary of the New York 
Bible Society, to take the place made vacant 
by the resignation of Mr. Doughty. While we 
greatly regret the loss of Mr. Doughty, who 
had made himself a most delightful co-worker, 
it is a pleasure to welcome Mr. Severance to 
the Bible House and to the important work 
of circulating the Scriptures in New York 
City. We are giving elsewhere a brief sum- 
mary of the last year’s work of the New York 
Bible Society. 


THe Rev. A. Forder has started from 
Jerusalem on an expedition into Arabia to 
carry the Scriptures among the encamp- 
ments of Kedar. He moves forward obedient 
tothe text in Jeremiah, “Arise; get you up 
unto the wealthy nation, that dwelleth with- 
out care, which have neither gates nor bars, 
which dwell alone.’’

HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers was held in the Bible House, 
Thursday, December 6, 1906, at 3.30 p. m., 
Theophilus A. Brouwer, Vice-President of the 
Society, in the chair.
